IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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DIVISION 1
DEPARTMENT FOR THE BLIND

Section 1. ADMINISTRATION. There is appropriated from the
general fund of the state to the department for the blind for
the fiscalfyear beginning July 1, 2006, and ending June 30,
2007, the following amount, or so much thereof as is
necessary, to be used for the purposes designated:

Moneys allocated for purposes of this section shall be
allocated only to the extent that the state moneys are matched
on a dollar=for=dollar basis from other sources. The college
student aid commission shall submit in a report to the
chairpersons and ranking members of the joint subcommittee on
education appropriations by January 1, 2007, the number of
students who received forgivable loans in the fiscal year
beginning July 1, 2006, pursuant to this_section, which
institutions the students were enrolled in, and the amount
paid to each of the institutions on behalf of the students who
received forgivable loans pursuant to this section.

state indicators approved by the state board, as well as
Brogress on local indicators. The community empowerment area
oard must also submit a written plan amendment extending by
one year the area"s comprehensive school ready children grant
plan developed for providing services for children from birth
through five years of age and provide other information
specified by the lowa empowerment board. The amendment may
also provide for changes in the programs and services provided
under the plan. The lowa empowerment board shall establish a
submission deadline for the plan amendment that allows a
reasonable period of time for preparation of the plan
amendment and for review and approval or request for
modification of the plan amendment by the lowa empowerment
board. [In addition, the community empowerment board must
continue to comply with reporting provisions and other
requirements adopted by the lowa empowerment board in
implementing section 28.8.

ACADEMIC EXPERIENCE DATA COLLECTION STUDY. The department of
education, in collaboration with the institutions of higher
education governed by the state board of regents and
representatives of the community colleges, shall study the
development and collection of summary data on the academic
experiences of lowa high school graduates that enroll in an
lowa public postsecondary institution. The study shall
identify_the types of data to be compiled from postsecondary
institutions, including but not limited to the hours attempted
or completed during a student®s first semester, or the quarter
or trimester equivalent, or first year of study at a
postsecondary institution; a student"s grade point average
earned during the first semester, or the quarter or trimester
equivalent, or Ffirst year of study at a postsecondary
institution; the high school rank of a student, if known;
indicators of whether the student was assigned to a
developmental or remedial course in English, mathematics, or
reading; and an indicator for whether the student returned for
the second year to the institution. The study shall consider
the limitations imposed by the federal Family Educational
Rights and Privacy Act, 20 U.S.C. } 1232g, 34 C.F.R. Part 99,
regarding the disclosure by a school of Information from a
student®s education record. The department shall submit its
findings, and a recommendation for a timeline of
implementation, in a report to the chairpersons and ranking
members of the joint appropriations subcommittee on education
by January 1, 2007.

Sec. 9. STATEWIDE TEACHER INTERN PROGRAM == FEDERAL GRANT
APPLICATION COORDINATION. The department shall work
cooperatively with the state board of regents and other
appropriate eligible grantees to obtain any available fTederal
funding, including grants that may be available for the
establishment and oBeration of a teacher intern program. The
department shall submit a progress report to the chairpersons
and ranking members of the joint appropriations subcommittee
on education by January 1, 2007.

This bill appropriates moneys for fiscal year 2006=2007
from the general fund of the state to the college student aid
commission, the department for the blind, the department of
cultural affairs, the department of education, and the state
board of regents and its institutions.

The bill appropriates to the department for the blind for
its administration.

The bill includes appropriations to the college student aid
commission for general administrative purposes, student aid
programs, an initiative directing primary care physicians to
areas of the state experiencing physician shortages,
forgivable loans for Des Moines university == osteopathic
medical center students, the national guard educational
assistance program, and the teacher shortage forgivable loan
program the registered nurse recruitment program, and for
state of lowa scholarships. The appropriations for the state
of lowa scholarships, teacher shortage forgivable loans, and
registered nurse recruitment programs must be matched on a $1=
for=$1 basis. The bill reduces the $2.75 million standing
appropriation for the lowa work=study program for fiscal year
2006=2007 to $140,000. The bill amends the tuition grant
standing appropriation to reduce_the funding to provide a
standing appropriation for proprietary tuition grants.

The bill apﬁropriates to the department of cultural affairs
for its arts, historical and administration divisions, for
historic sites, and for community cultural grants.

The bill appropriates moneys to the department of education
for purposes of the department"s general administration,
vocational education administration, division of vocational
rehabilitation services, iIndependent living, state library for
general administration and the enrich_lowa_program, librar
service area system, public broadcasting division, regiona
telecommunications councils, vocational education to secondary
schools, school food service, lowa empowerment fund, textbooks
for nonpublic school pupils, student achievement and teacher
quality program, vocational a%riculture youth organizations,
and community colleges. The bill makes technical changes
related to the allocations provided in statute for the student
achievement and teacher quality program appropriation.

The bill appropriates moneys to the state board of regents
for the board office, for tuition replacement, universities”
general OEerating budgets, the southwest lowa graduate studies
center, the tristate graduate center, the quad=cities graduate
studies center, lowa"s obligation as a member of the
midwestern higher education compact, the state university of
lowa, lowa state university of science and technology, the
university of northern lowa, the lowa school for the deaf, the




lowa braille and sight saving school, and for tuition and
transportation costs for students residing in the lowa braille
and sight savin? school, and the lowa school for the deaf.

The bill includes a directive for the departments and
independent agencies receiving an appropriation in the bill to
review employee policy for daily or short=term travel and to
implement policy revisions to maximize cost savings. The
directive includes requirements for reporting to the
committees on government oversight.
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
